—Statistics show that the New England States have 
furnished more church-members, Sunday-school teach- 
ers, and ministers throughout the West within twenty 
years than all the other states combined. From one 
New England State alone there went forth, in 1885, one 
hundred and fifty ministers under the age of twenty- 
seven. 


—A strong temperance movement has been developed 
in London. On a recent Sabbath all the drinking 
places in that great city were closed. A petition is be- 
fore Council asking for a vote on local option. This is 
an important movement in an unexpected quarter. The 
fact is, the prohibition movement is pressing itself on the 
attention of all good men and the lovers of social order 
everywhere. The great question is rum and ruin, or 
prohibition, order, and prosperity. 





—In all the Catholic churches of Wilmington, Del., 
on Sunday, February 13th, the pastors read a pastoral 
of Bishop Curtis, forbidding balls given for the purpose 
of raising money for religious purposes, or the holding of 
picnics, fairs, excursions, or entertainments of any kind 
for the benefit of anything religious or charitable with- 
out the approval or consent of the Bishop. 


—Church-going has not grown obsolete in the greatest 
city of the world. Ona recent Sunday in London, 460,- 
000 persons attended service in the morning, and 410,000 
at night. The largest church of the establishment— 
St. Paul’s Cathedral—had an attendance in the evening 
of 3,403. Mr. Spurgeon’s tabernacle was attended by 
4,519 persons in the morning, and 6,070 in the evening. 


—Never give way to melancholy. Nothing encroaches 
more. I fight against it vigorously. One great remedy 
is to take short views of life. Are you happy? Are 
you likely to remain so till evening, or next month, or 
next year? Then, why destroy present happiness by a 
distant misery, which may never come at all, or you may 
never live tosee it?

—The death of Mr. Beecher has served to recall the 
fact that a good deal of the world’s work is being done 
by men over the age of 70. Conspicuous examples like 
the Emperor of Germany, who is 90; Von Moltke, who 
is 86; M. Grevy, who is 76; Mr. Gladstone, who is 77; 
and Prince Bismarck, who is 71, naturally strike the 
mind first; but were a careful investigation to be made 
of the conduct of great enterprises, even in our country, 
where youth comes early to the front, the number of 
men born before 1816 who are occupying positions of 
conspicuous influence would be found to be surprisingly 
large.—[The Epoch. 

—A remarkable event was witnessed on the coast of 
England one Sunday afternoon not long ago. At inter- 
vals just before and after high tide, without any apparent 
cause, the water along the coast rose and fell from ten to 
eighteen inches at a time, the subsidence leaving as 
much as fifteen to eighteen feet of the beach dry. The 
disturbance continued for three hours, commencing at 
about 4:30. There was no wind, and the sea was quite 
smooth, but the water advanced and retired with a speed 
equal to the run of a large river during a spate, and 
caused so much commotion in the harbor-that the fish- 
ermen had to secure their boats with extra moorings to 
prevent damage being done. Indeed, it is seldom that 
there is so much commotion in the harbor, even during 
stormy weather. Some eruption or some subsidence 
must have taken place in the depths of the sea. Forces 
are around about us the mystery of which can not be 
fathomed.—[Christian at Work. 


—Few are aware that the largest idol in the world is 
in Mexico, and very significantly, it lies prostrate at the 
foot of Popocatapetl. It is constructed of stone, the 
hardest of granite, and is indeed immense in its propor- 
tions. Mr. Joaquin Miller, who recently visited this 
wonder of the Mexican mountains, thinks that Rev. J. 
W. Butler, of the Methodist Mission, and himself are 
the only two Saxons who have ever looked upon this 
monster idol. He took its measurement, which is thirty- 
six feet long and eighteen feet from shoulder to shoulder, 
and eighteen feet through from front to back. Its esti- 
mated weight is one hundred tons. As to when it was 
constructed and by whom we have no certain knowledge. 
It is supposed to have originally occupied its place ina 
temple, higher up the mountain, and to have been dis- 
placed by the Spaniards at the time of the invasion of 
Mexico, who also defaced the image, chiseling and bat- 
tering its face, and breaking off a portion of the left 
hand and left foot. It now lies sprawling on its back, 
its head down-hill, in a most desolate place on the 
mountains. On the head of the huge idol is a basin 
which would hold many barrels of water, demonstrating 


it was the great Rain-god of the ancient Aztecs.—[Jour- 
nal and Messenger. 





—Some interesting figures relative to the higher edt- 
cation of women in Russia bring with them the remindér 
that it is chiefly in northern lands that noticeable pro- 
gress has been made in teaching the “‘ologies” to women. 
During the year 1886 the higher classes for girls in St. 
Petersburg were attended: by 743 students—a _consider- 
able increase upon the figures in former years. Ever 
since 1864 it has been possible for women to obtain uni- 
versity degrees in Russia, and in 1870 the ranks of med- 
icine were opened to them. Sweden followed the ex- 
ample in a few months, and was therein soon joined by 
Norway. But the “dark and true and tender” north ‘is 
not to be allowed to have a monopoly in the manufact- 
ure of feminine prigs. Considerable progress in that 
direction has, during the last five’or six years, been made 
in Italy; and now even Portugal is bitten with the craze. 
M. Luciang de Castro, the chief of the Proeressist Cab- 
inet in that country, has declared the improvement of 
the education given to women to be the most urgent 
question of the day.—[ Pall Mall Gazette. 


—The riddle of the Sphinx is at length on the point 
of being solved. The great man-headed, lion-bodied 
monument, which has for ages been more than half- 
buried by the accumulating sands of the desert, is now 
being rapidly brought to light; and ere long one of the 
most extraordinary relics of Egyptian civilization will 
be once more visible in its entirety. The work has been 
going on ever since January last, when—at the sugges- 
tion of M. Maspero, the chief director of the depart- 
ment of antiquities in Egypt—the French public, in the 
course of a tew hours, subscribed sufficient funds to en- 
able the work of excavation to be carried to completion. 
The interest of such news for Egyptologists may be con- 
ceived, when it is remembered that the last time the 
Sphinx was dug out of the sands was by King Thothmes 
IV., fifteen centuries before Christ, or about thirty-four 
hundred years ago. Scholars, in fact, are of the opinion 
that the Sphinx is the oldest monument in the world. 
In the opinion of some, it was erected or chiseled out of 
rock more than forty-five centuries before the Christian 
Era. The body is more than one hundred and eighty 
feet long. The ears of the human-shaped head are 
about six feet in length, the other features being in pro- 
portion. The learned explorers who are engaged in the 
work of excavation hold it probable that when the 
statue is fully brought to light, a number of other im- 
portant discoveries will be made.—[Journal and Mes- 
senger. 


—A very formidable torpedo vessel has been built in 
recent years by that greatest of living engineers, Captain 
John Erriesson. It has been appropriately named the 
Destroyer. Once, at a critical moment in the history of 
our country, as every American well knows, Captain 
Erricsson came to the rescue with a Monitor. Since 
then his genius, energies, and mechanical skill have been 
devoted to the problem of saving our great coast cities 
from destruction in the event of war with a foreign 
naval power. The result of these years of study and 
experimenting is the Destroyer, armed with a torpedo 
guir which discharges under the water a projectile carry- 
ing a charge sufficient to sink the largest iron-clad afloat. 
The submarine gun is mounted in the bow of the vessel, 
near the keel, and is thus nearly ten feet below the sur- 
face of the water. It consists of a cylinder of gun 
metal, or steel, thirty feet long, additionally strengthened 
at the breech by broad, steel rings. It is loaded at the 
breech, the muzzle being encased by the vessel’s stem, 
and closed by a valve to exclude the water. This valve 
is opened by suitable levers just before-the gun is to be 
discharged, and closes automatically as the projectile 
leaves the muzzle. The projectile isa steel torpedo, 
twenty-five feet long, sixteen inches in diameter, and 
carrying a charge of three hundred pounds of gun-cot- 


ton. It hasa range of three hundred feet during = 
first three seconds of its flight. The form of the to 

is cylindrical, with a conical point in which is pla the 
percussion- -lock and firing pin, and the explosion takes 
place upon impact.—[ Pittsburgh Commercial Gazette. 
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THE RESURRECTION—THOUGHTS FOR 
EASTER.

«But some one will say, How are the dead raised? and 

with what manner of body do they come?” 
[ Concluded.] 

In the absence of inspiration how difficult, how i im- 
possible indeed, to account for the words and for the 
Silence of Scripture in regard to the future life! How 
thuch, and yet how little is said! Hnough for hope, 
faith, and love; nothing for curiosity or vanity. 

We have in the Gospel the divine estimate of death, 
While life and immortality are brought to light. Death 
isabolished. It is not what it seems, for “to God all 
live,” or all are alive. That which appears a deep, 
dread hiatus is not the annihilation of our conscious- 

or its stispension awaiting a recreation at some far- 
time. It is, or death is, being unclothed with flesh 
and then we are clothed upon by a spiritual body; we 
are translated from a material to a spiritual state. So 
the Gospel seems to teach. 

“How are the dead raised? and with what bodies?” 
Two answers may be given to this question; or there 
are two prominent theories of the resurrection. One 
is the rising up at death of the real man, clothed ina 
spiritual body; not unclothed but “clothed upon and 
mortality swallowed up in life.” It is rising from the 
dead. Not of the dead body, for “it is sown a natural 
oe a spiritual body. We sow not the 

boat, tise shall be, but God giveth it a body. ” The 
other th eory supposes not so much a rising up asa 
rising again of the body, the dust; a reorganization at 
the last day of our material forms, their fragments 
gathered and combined anew, while the soul comes 
from heaven or hell, or perhaps from some intermedi- 
ate place, and again enters the familiar tabernacle that 
is now made immortal. The person thus complete 
then proceeds to the judgment-bar of Christ, there to 
receive the sentence of endless misery, or to receive 
the reward of eternal bliss. ' 

But we should also remember that there is a large 
and respectable class of Christian believers who are 
found agreeing with the above or the common view of 
the resurrection, yet in other respects differ widely 
from the current doctrine. They deny the immortality 
of the soul, claiming that we become heirs of heaven 
by working out our salvation, and through grace we 
are made immortal by the Lord Jesus at the resurrec- 
tion, if by holiness we are prepared to enter the “Fa- 
ther’s house.”” They hold that death ends all con- 
sciousness—“the dead know not anything.” The sleep 
is so profound that we are as if we had not been, and 
but for the resurrection death would be the eternal 
end—an eternal sleep. All hope rests on the reorgan- 
ization or recreation of this fleshly body. This is 
promised through the grace of God. The righteous 
will be raised immortal and taken to heaven; the 
wicked raised as they died, mortal, subject to the doom 
of the “second death”—to be burned up body and soul; 
“destroyed from the presence of the Lord.” There is 
no immortal sin, no endless misery. Those who are 
not “meet for the inheritance of the saints’ suffer the 
perdition of ungodlymen. “Then cometh the end, and 
when Ohrist shall have subdued all things unto himself 
he shall deliver up the kingdom, that God may be all 
in all.” 

But is this common view of the resurrection correct? 
Is it revealed to our hope in the Gospel as a tremen- 
dous act of habeas corpus proclaimed to earth and sga, 
so rich in human dust? 1s our future immortal taber- 
nacle to come from the graveyard? Is this flesh and 
blood to inherit the kingdom of God? Do the Soript- 
ures teach the resurrection of the body? We do not 
question the power, but is this the will of God? We 
think not, but here as everywhere we should be char- 
itable, teachable, and easy to be entreated towards the 
truth. There must be a reason for this doctrine—a 
reason felt to be conclusive—or this view of the rising 
again of the body could not have prevailed as it has; 
could not have been placed in the earliest creeds side 
by side with the most vital and essential articles of 
faith. Hence it is no doubt connected in some way 
with the paramount truth, the great Christian hope of 
the resurrection or the future life. 

What is this hope? What to us, aside from our 
holiness, is the vital, practical point in our immortal- 
ity? It is not the philosophy of the resurrection. It 
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isnot the method ot our rising nor the time when this 
event is due. It is not essential to us whether we are 
raised to a spiritual life when we die, or a little later 
on in time. It is not essential whether we leave these 
bodies forever by being raised at death to enter a spir- 
itual body, or, as many still believe, the corpse that is 
buried is to be raised from the grave and made immor- 
tal. For the.vital point is not the kind of bodies we 
are to have or how they are made, but the essential, 
Christian doctrine is our immortal, personal identity; 
the essential hope is that we shall be raised ourselves, 
with memory and consciousness, with a clear and per- 
fect knowledge of our individual being, preserved 
alike from the shadowy negations of immortality, and 
the dreamy despair of absorption. This is the hope: 
“Because I live ye shall live also. My sheep 
hear my voice, and I know them, and they follow me, 
and I give unto them eternal life.” 

Now, the doctrine of the resurrection of the body 
was based on this essential truth—one of the most 
precious of Gospel assurances—the preservation amid 
all changes, the perpetuity amid all disasters of our 
personal identity. This is the precious hope! For 
however we may be raised, with whatever bodies we 
may be clothed, it can be of no interest to us if we do 
not rise in all the completeness of our conscious per- 
sonality—if we do not rise knowing that we are the 
same beings that dwelt in these earthly tabernacles. 

The doctrine of “the resurrection of the body” was 
the testimony of the early church in behalf of this 
Christian hope, and againat the unrealities of pagan 
rhilosophy, and especially of the Gnostic heresy. As 
is often the case, so here a precious truth was defended 
by imperfeet means, and the unscriptural expression 
“resurrection of the body’’ has no doubt aided in pre- 
serving the scriptural hope of our enduring identity. 
But is the regathering and reanimation of the body 
necessary to the preservation of our personality, our 
enduring consciousness? If it is, then we must hope 
to see the graveyards plowed—subsoiled again; not by 
the sexton, but by the archangel. We must hope that 
for our scattered dust the earth may be sifted and the 
pavement of the sea may be raked by the power of 
God. 

But it is now evident, as it was not in the early ages 
of the church, that our identity is independent of the 
gross material that forms the house or tabernacle of 
the real person, the true image of God. As is well 
known our bodies are no two days the same, while 
every few years, through all our earthly life, we have 
a body entirely new, made up of materials that have 
been portions of other bodies—vegetable, animal, and 
human—yet this “I, myself,” remains the same in its 
consciousness, no matter how long we live. 

This fact renders a resurrection of the body as organ- 
ized material a physical impossibility if not an absurd- 


ity, while it comes graciously to our aid by showing 


that such a resurrection is not necessary to the Gospel 
hope of our personal immortalitv; not necessary to 
the one essential and precious truth of the resurrec- 
tion—the preservation beyond death of our conscious 
identity. The clothes we wear are no more essential 
to our proper being than the particles of matter we 
wear, while our outer wardrobe is less changeable than 
our fleshly garment. The wear and tear of one is 
much like the other, without in the least effecting the 
true, immortal man. 

The difficulties in the way of this theory are so great 
that the ablest of its modern advocates have in reality 
given it up, and have substituted another in the place 
of the old, orthodox view. The late President Hitch- 
cock, in a labored “exegesis of I. Cor. 15: 35-44,” saya: 
“Tt is not necessary that the resurrection body should 
contain a single particle of the natural body, in order 
to make it identical.” Now, if Dr. Hitchcock had 
said this body is not necessary to preserve our identity, 
for it is nothing more than our temporal dwelling, then 
he would have uttered a great truth, showing the com- 
plete coincidence of Scriptureand science. But when 
he talks of identical bodies and material, that are not 
identical, that are the same, without a single particle 


in common, then he talks to our confusion, the solu- 


tion being more difficult than the problem. When the 
facts of God’s providence, as revealed by science, drive 
the ablest defenders of the resurrection of the body to 
affirm that the body raised bas nothing in common 
with the body that is buried, we submit that it isa 


complete surrender on their part of this venerable 


theory. The portions of our bodies that have been 


cast off Cstas | our lives—i deed, th the pS entire 
bodies that. we have while living cast off a we have 
our garments—these are no more foreign to the soul, to 
its integrity, than is the body we leave at death, which 
will soon vanish particle by particle in ita disorganiza- 
tion precisely as did the body of our childhood. 

While bowing to the Gospel as our only perfect 
guide, we are often thankful that its words are not 
only infinitely precious but always reasonable. No 
burden is laid on our faith; nothing grotesque or ab- 
surd is presented to our hope in the New Testament. 
And perhaps this can not be said of any book, essay, 
or sermon (and their name is legion) that has been 
given to the world, even by our ablest teachers, who, 
during these passing centuries, have advocated and 
explained this doctrine of the resurrection of the body. 

But, it is asked, Did not Jesus come again from 
Joseph’s tomb, and in the same body? Did he not 
bear the marks of crucifixion? And did he not 
ascend to heaven as though he entered a cloud? Yes, 
so we believe. But let us remember the resurrection 
of Christ is the crowning miracle of the Gospel, or- 
dained for a special purpose; not to show us how the 
dead rise or with what bodies they come, but to declare 
that Jesus was the Son of God—the promised Messiah. 
He arose, not as an example, but in breaking the 
Roman seal upon the door of his tomb he set the seal of 
God forever upon his mission and his authority. His 
rising again the third day ‘‘was a miracle, not a type.” 
For he arose before his body saw corruption that his 
apostles might know him, so that he could say to them, 
“Behold my hands and feet, that it is I myself; handle 
me, and see; for a spirit bath not flesh and bones, as 
ye see me have. And while they believed not 
for joy, and wondered, he said unto them, Have ye 
here any meat? And they gave him a piece of broiled 
fish,and an honeycomb. And he took it and did eat 
before them.” 

But certainly it does not follow that we shall rise as 
he did, with our “flesh and bones,” and hence like him 
be capable of eating and drinking with our friends 
here in this world. The resurrection of Christ asa 
type was not complete until he vanished from sight 
on the mount of ascension. We shall rise as he did— 
to know and be known. We shall rise so that we too 
can say, “This is I myself;’’ but if we are the Lord’s it 
will be with a body spiritual, glorious, powerful, and 
incorruptible. 

That “Christ is our resurrection and our life” can 
not mean that he is to reanimate our dead bodies, but 
through the power of his ministry, his love and atone- 
ment, we are raised into a new and blessed life. He is 
not our resurrection because he gathers again our scat- 
tered dust, but because of his spiritual power; because 
through him we may rise into a nobler, holier life even 


‘here and now. 


The vital question is not so much with what bodies 
we shall rise, as with what characters. We need not 
fear regarding our bodies, for God will provide for 
us there as here; but it is for us to say in what epirit 


-we shall be clothed; it is for us to say whether we rise 
‘to judgment or to life.

THE APOSIOLICAL CHUREH. 

There is much deception in the customary state- 
ments concerning the church and its doctrines and 
polity in the past ages, to some of which I will re- 
fer: 

1. The Roman Church of the present day has no 
early history. It did not exist for ages after the age of 
the first Christians. Of this any intelligent reader 
may be convinced by the early history of the church 
in the New Testament. He finds there no corporation 
like it. No popes in Rome, except the pagan em- 
perors—as Caligula, Nero, and other persecutors of 
the Christians. There were no monks, nuns, cardinals, 
“priests with vestments,” masses, holy water, con- 
fessionals to men, or other marks of the Roman Oatholic 
Church. No pope ordered St Paul to Rome, and he 
found none there, the Neros excepted. (See Paul’s 
Epistle to the Romans and Acts 28 ) 

2. The same is true of all the modern sects. The 
early church existed as a brotherhood of the followers 
of Jesus whose “kingdom is not of this world.” They 
had no very visibly defined basis, but confessed as 
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brethren—"‘other sheep not of this fold,” and “stran- 
gers scattered abroad,” the “whole family of God,”’— 
“a body so nebulous” (Star) that only the spiritually- 
minded could comprehend its heavenly numbers or 
divine character, the sects arising after aiming, not only 
to define their own narrow basis, by excluding most of 
God’s children, but to “wipe out that colorless and 
nebulous character of which the Star speaks.” (Sun, 
March 31st, page two, column three.) That is, wipe 
out the charitable and broad Christian basis which in- 
cludes all the children of God and become a narrow 
sect. In this the Roman Church well nigh succeeded, 
and many are endeavoring to succeed now—as if there 
were not sects enough already. So in Joseph’s day, 
the lean kine devoured the fat kine. I pray the Chris- 
tians not to sectarianize themselves, and to retain the 
nebulous character ot which they are accused, till He 
whose right it is shall decide the lines. 

3. That neither the Roman corporation of the pres- 
ent day, nor any of its allies who persecute religious lib- 
erty, belong to the firat era of Christianity is readily 
discerned by the undisputed facts that such have no 
early history, and that their names, doctrines, and 
church polity all belong to the later ages. It is not 
claimed that the firat council or its decisions (Acts 15) 
aresuch as the Roman or leading Protestants could 
now approve; but that the decisions (15: 28, 29) were, 
as far as a defined basis is concerned, of a very nebu- 
lous character. And yet this isin the scriptural pericd 
of the church. Second: It is not contended that the 
first post apostolic historian, Hegesippus, was a Roman 
Catholic, or orthodox sectarian, or even “Trinitarian,” 
or that the great “father of ecclesiastical historians,” 
viz., the “Semi Arian’ Eusebius, belonged to the “de- 
Jined basis.” And this excludes the exclusive churches 
of the nineteenth century from acy history until the 
fourth century. Not only so, but throws all the evidence 
in favor of a brotherhood so “nebulous” and “colorless” 
that the exclusively sectarian sects as they arose could 
have no organic union with them. 
such was the Christian Church of the first ages, and 
such is the Christian Church now. The oldest creeds 
are not Roman Catholic, or sectarian, but formed to 
suit a nebulous basis. The first is recorded as the 
foundation of the church (Matt. 16: 16), That Jesus 
is THE Christ, THE Son of THE livicg God. This 
is the confession taught by Jesus and the firat Chris- 
tians. The second was the symbol, calied the Apostles’ 
Creed, expressing still further the broad basis of the 
Christians. The third is that called the Nicene Creed, 
at first an Arian creed, but built over into a Trinitarian 
creed in the latter part of the fourth century, yet less 
explicit than the Athanasian creed still later. Pre- 
cisely so with the imperial heads of the Roman Church, 
from Constantine (A. D.306) to Theodosius; the latter 
was the first emperor baptized in the Roman faith. 
And under the earliest missionaries, like Ulphilus, “the 
apostle of the Goths,” all the earlier nations were con- 
verted to the old Christian faith, and had to be sub- 
dued to the new Catholic doctrine. Even the word 
trinity was unknown to the first Christians, Theophilus, 
bishop of Antioch, being the first to use the word 
among the Christians. (Gib. II., 239.) As for those 
called the apostolical fathers, none of them taught the 
Roman creeds—and even as late as the fourth century 
the church was of such a nebulous character that some 
bishops were elected before their baptism (Ambrose), 
and most eminent professors grew old prior to baptism 
(as Constantine). One of the peculiarities of the 
Christian Church is, that it so much resembles 
OChrist’s own church of the New Testament and the 
first ages, that even our faults of charity were theirs 
also.

A DENOMINATIONAL SIN. 

When Paul was writing to the church at Corinth he 
seemed to imagine that he had in some way degraded 
that powerful congregation. He had made the church 
“interior to the rest of the churches” by not allowing 
himself to bea burden to them. His consciousness of 
injury to them was so great that he exclaimed on re- 
calling it, ‘Forgive me this wrong” (II. Cor. 12: 13) 
He had certainly wronged the Corinthians; for “So 
had the Lord ordained that they who proclaim the 
Gospel should live of the Gospel” (I. Cor. 9: 14); for 
“What soldier ever serveth at his own charges? Who 
planteth a vineyard and eateth not of the fruit thereof? 
Or who feedeth a flock and eateth not of the milk of 
the flock?” (I. Cor. 9: 7.) “They who minister 
about sacred things eat of the things of the temple, 
and they who wait upon the altar have their portion 
with the altar.” (I. Cor. 9: 13) 

It is singular that a Bible people, those who take the 
Bible for “their only rule of faith and practice,” 
should ever have neglected, in any measure, one of the 
most important commandments with reference to re- 
ligious prosperity, to be found in the New Testament. 





receiving only the offerings of the people who may be 
pleased to have a transient guest, that thus the burden 
of his food may be distributed among the many, among 
the many families who will enjoy his society for a little 
season; but wherever he enters, into that house he 
shall remain, eating and drinking such things as they 
give. (Luke 10: 7.) In compelling your pastor to 
have a care about his financial matters you are losing 
the best of his work. He should only be anxious for 
the things of the Lord, knowing that you will care for 
him in carnal things. No people can prosper who will 
sow sparingly in spiritual things. You need not even 
anticipate personal salvation while directly disobeying 
the command because of your covetousness. Covet- 
ousness is idolatry; and no idolator shall enter the 
kingdom of heaven. This is one of the subjects on 
which the Scriptures are clear. Your duty to your 
brother may seem to be uncertain. You may imagine 
your duty of confession to be not well defined; but our 
Lord called Simon Peter and Andrew his brother 
away from their fishing nets, and James and John 
were to leave the ship with the hired servants and 
their father, and follow the Master; and Matthew was 
to leave his office as tax-gatherer, and his earthly 
cares were to be swallowed up in securing tribute for 
heaven, even as James and John and Peter and An- 
drew were to become fishers of men. The Gospel is 
free, but heaven is not. Your poverty is no excuse; 
or it only excuses you from great gifts. Your pastor 
should live as well as the general body of his people. 
Free his mind from material anxieties. Haye no pas- 
tor but an honest man. Demand of him his faithful 
service, the best work of his mind, of his lips, and of 
his heart. Exact his whole time for the service of 
God; and obey the command of Jesus and the apostles. 

I say these things, not because I have personally suf- 
fered; for I have been wonderfully blest; since, ina 
service of nearly ten years with the church of which I 
am now pastor, [ have never been compelled to ask for 
money on salary, nor have I ever done so; but I say 
these things because as an officer of our body I seea 
point here in which we have sinned deeply. Onlya 
few days ago I received a letter from a minister of 
ours, of deep piety, of long service, and deeply re- 
spected by all who know him, containing this sad lan- 
guage: 

“T came here not to preach, but to engage in farming,

Such an offering will not receive the approval of God. 

He is not mocked with impunity. You may say that 

he cares not for your money, but God does not say so. 

He exclaims, “Ye robbed me—in tithes and offerings; 

ye are cursed with a curse; for ye rob me, this whole 

nation.” Bring ye the tithes into the store-house!” 

(Mal. 3: 8-10) “When men impart unto you of their 

spiritual things you owe it to them also to minister 

unto them in carnal things.”” (Rom. 15: 27.) 

Can you claim to be a Bible man, a follower of the 
Savior, to possess the spirit of Christ, and yet ‘“‘muzzle 
the ox when he, treadeth out the corn?’ Remember, 
“The laborer is worthy of his hire.” (I. Tim. 5: 18 ) 
You surely love the Word of God. Heed his admoni- 
tions then. Does your pastor carry on a farm for his 
living? Does he do business? Then either you have, 
or he has, violated God’s law. Return to the purity 
of the Gospel. 

By failing to support your pastor properly you not 
only violate the Word. of God yourself, but you cause 
him to disobey his Master, and you are responsible for 
your own sin and also for that of another soul; for our 
Lord said unto those whom he sent out to preachp“Get 
you no gold nor silver nor brass in your purse, no wal- 
let for your journey, neither two coats, nor shoes, nor 
staff; for the laborer is worthy of his food.” (Matt. 
10: 9,10.) That is, the preacher was not to provide 
for himself. The people were to provide for him. His 
mind was not to be distracted with the supply of his 
own wants. Let the people provide the gold, the sil- 
ver, the brass, the coats; for the laborer is worthy of 
his food. And the laborer in the Gospel field who “‘is' 
worthy of his hire” is not to be a polite beggar, nor a 
genteel pauper. He is not to go from house to house 


Some of the church felt that my withdrawal was not 
right, and all have since regretted it and urge my re- 
turn. They have not yet procured any one to succeed 
me. I[t makes me almost regret that I left them. My 
salary was not sufficient, and my long stay with them 
seemed to cause carelessness about my support. Yet 
had I known what has followed, I think I would not 
have left.” 

Lovingly does this noble man write of the church 
that had neglected duty and caused him to forsake his 
calling. Brethren, God will not bless us if we do 
these things. We are deeper sinners than other de- 
nominations, for we have a more important trust in 
our hands, the truth of God as others do not have it; 
free trom human interpretation, from creed and dogma; 
and for us to cause the heralds of the Gospel to lay 
aside the trumpet is for us to be unfaithful to the 
truth. God will hold us responsible. We will suffer 
denominationally, unless we reform. And many of 
us, a8 individuals, in the judgment-day, will unex- 
pectedly find ourselves standing by the side of that 
servant who hid his Lord’s money, and did not make 
use of it for increase. 

I say these things as an officer, being compelled 
thereto by asense of duty, which is imposed upon me 
by the knowledge of facts which has come into my 
possession in gathering the statistics of our people. 
Let us give up this denominational sin. Organization 
will be of little value to us if we follow indefinitely a 
line that has a tendency to force God-fearing ministers 
into secular pursuits for a home for their old age, and 
that has a constant tendency to tempt able men among 
us to go to other denominations. Laymen among us 
have no right to criticise talented ministers for going 
to the sects, unless they [the laymen] have already 
sacrificed as much as they demand of the preacher; 
that is, given up (for the sake of the Gospel) home, 


and the prospect of comfort in old age.

He was 
true and faithful to the church, a man of few words, 
but of upright life. In trade he was an architect and 
builder. He planned and built many public and private 
buildings, some of which remain as monuments of his 
handiwork, among which is the North Church, of 
Portsmouth, whose graceful spire has been and is much 
admired. He also built the high school building of 
that city. His funeral took place from the Christian 
Church Thursday afternoon, at 2 o’clock, April 7th. 
The writer, by special request of the deceased, officiated, 
assisted by Rev. W. H. Alden, D. D., pastor of the Bap- 
tist Church, and the nearest neighbor of Bro. Moses for 
the past 17 years. Bro. Alden paid an eloquent tribute 
to his memory. With David we say, “Help, Lord, for 
the godly man ceaseth, for the faithful fail from among 
the children of men.” “Good and faithful.” These 
traits of character belonged to our departed brother. 
The church has met with a great loss. Bro. Moses was 
@ man of stability of mind and purpose. He was not 
carried about by every wind of doctrine, but rooted 
and grounded in the truth. He was a Christian and a 
lover of the principles of the Christian Church, and a 
subscriber and constant reader of the HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY for more than 50 years. He was not narrow or 
sectarian. He was a man of charity and large sympa- 
thy; a friend to all and an enemy to none. He will be 
missed first by the devoted wife, who has watched over 
him day and night for the years past. The good care 
he received at her hands prolonged his life. She has 
walked" by his side in health, and in sickness she has 
been faithful. He will be missed by the church. He 
will be missed by the citizens of Portsmouth who have 
honored him, and to whom he has been an honor. 
Farewell, dear brother, a short farewell! We shall 
meet again, where sorrow will be exchanged for joy, 
and parting will be no more.

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CAN THEY DO IT? 

Can the Christians unite with the Freeand Six Princi- 
ple Baptists, or with any other religious body, on other 
oradvanced ground (asa people) of organic union differ- 
ing from that already taken by them? I answer, No! 
For the reason that to them there remains no such 
ground to be taken, unless they (the Christians) re- 
pudiate their formerly declared views, both of Chris- 
tian character and organic action, viz., the liberty and 
sovereignty of the individual soul. 

As a demand for such organic union I noticed 
in the union committee’s report of the Phcenix meet- 
ing, held in New York State, that great stress was laid 
on the memberéhip of each body having been born of 
the Spirit—born from above. . Hrgo! Therefore being 
one, it is duty to organize. But some close-observing 
editors and ministers of both bodies saw not the rele- 
vancy of the position assumed by the committee. The 
position isa good oneasa preparatory step. Then comes 
church union, ete. 

Brethren should have a care not to strain their views 
in their zeal and haste for union, lest the crisis spoken 
of in a recent number of the HERALD be brought upon 
us. It would be far better to let Gamaliel’s counsel 
prevail. (See Acts 5: 38,39.) We had but recently a 
national union when the Southern States said, ‘The 
Northern States were represented by the Lincoln gov- 
ernment,” Ah! aye! true, but the wisdom of our 
Czesarsand Cicerosfoundin our “Constitution,” and the 
patriotic fires burning in a “Declaration of Independ- 
ence,” were his safeguard and made him impregnable. 
Since then the spirit of foreign anarchists, united with 
the opposition, spat their vapors in vain against the 
foundations of “constitutional liberty.” 

Even so the Christian Church has been similarly 
represented. And yet, at no time within the nine decades 
of her American existence (more or less), has her influ- 
ence been more felt and her advancement more marked 
and glorious! And now just what the sects ignored the 
pioneers in and the fathers of our cause for doing, some 
of our ministers and laymen, for the sake of organic 
union with other bodies (as they say), are now doing. 
Then, first and foremost, reference was had to the 
“‘Master’s words:” “For whoso shall add to the sayings 
of this book ;” “And again, whoso shall take away from 
these sayings,’ etc. Here then the three several de- 
partures—from the M. E. Church in the South, from 
the Presbyterians in the West, and the Regular Bap- 
tists in the East—took their stand. To Christ’s words 
all doubtful questions were to be appealed; and the 
arbiters were to be God and human reason. “Come,and 
let us reason together, saith the Lord.’’ Thus brethren 
coming off from the several sects, after a season of very 
earnest prayer, would discuss their differences of belief 
in the light of the holy oracles. Following which they 
would often join and sing: 

“We'll not bind a brother’s conscience, 
This to God alone is free; 

Nor contend for non-essentials, 
But in Christ united be.” 

Among those ministers of Christ I here name, about 
all I have been told, followed this custom. And hay- 
ing enjoyed the acquaintance of all, I can testify thata 
very large number of them did so in my presence. Mark 
Fernald,A bner Jones, Frederick and H. Plummer,Jabez 
King, Badger, Clough, Hazen, Morgridge, Himes, Nutt, 
J. and J. E. Thompson, 0. W. Martin, A. G. Comings, 
D. P. Pike, and E. Shaw, of New England; Wm. Kin- 
kade, W. Lane, I. N. Walter, J. Thomas (Pilgrim), 
Gardner, Morse, H. Simonton, McKinney, J. Phillips, 
Millard, Ross, L. Hathaway, J. and I. N. Spoor, J. 
Hayward, Hayes, Welton, Goff, N. Summerbell, Craig, 
Ford, Rodenbaugh, Hawk, Havens, Fleming, W. and 
M. Cummings, Mrs. Roberts, Rexford, and Hedges, of 
Ohio, New York, and the Middles States. This list 
could be enlarged, but I pause, having a precious sense 
of the inhalation of the Christlike union these have 
so faithfully proclaimed while living, and whom four- 
fifths of them found alike refreshing with the name of 
Jesus in life’s departing hours. 

Again, the practice of receiving members into church 
relation by these ministers was very similar. And how 
great the favor for me to know this! Under some per- 
secution the writer took pastoral charge of the Stan- 
fordville Church in 1838, of which Rev. A. H. Morrill 
is now pastor, when it was a mere neucleus, holding 
that relation for thirty consecutive years; during which 
time 300 members were received into its fellowship, 





quite a number having come in from popular churches 
adjacent, and of none of the latter class was it required 
to yield any doctrinal views, however they might differ 
from those of ours. The right of private judgment and 
liberty of conscience were always advocated and allow- 
ed. Several changes of views were confessed to from 
reading the Word, as well also by our ministry. The 
Christian body from the first have advocated and upheld 
the rights and privileges of its individual members. 
And now as much so as at any time in her history the 
laity of the church need to be vigilant and xgis-eyed, 
lest through conference and association committees 
these rights be bartered away. How easily this can be 
done you may see in a figure: The bread that gives life 
to the body undergoes three changes—kile, white blood, 
and claret form—made so by the oxygen gas and atmos- 
phere in the lungs. The church with us is the highest 
tribunal; conferences and conventions are representa- 
tive, possessing only delegated power, and are, or 
should be, regarded as the art plan and mechanical or- 
der, to apply the figure, of changing the bread into 
blood. 

A achedule, list, or statement of the order and man- 
ner of conducting public worship could be furnished 
and given to the whole church showing their confeder- 
ated work as well as to lie on the inside pulpit-shelf 
for the pastor’s use. But the imposition of a written 
treatise of doctrine and formula of faith and prac- 
tice, designed as a better understanding and help to the 
Christian believer, has been ignored by our whole peo- 
pl@ as “‘denominationally sectizing.”” And such an act 
has been held and taught by our ministry as a usurpa- 
tion of the legislative law-making power of God’s Mes- 
siah—head of the church.

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WHAT IS PRAYER?

What is prayer but the conscious lifting of a man up 
into the presence of the invisible Father; but shut- 
ting out for the time being worldly-mindedness, and 
rising by the effort of the soul to where God dwells; 
but bringing a man out of time and standing him upon 
the threshold of the eternal world? Thus prayer 
elevates the individual, sanctifies the home, enlivens 
the church, and spiritualizos the community. Prayer 
infuses into man a glorious discontent with things as 
they are. It so idealizes things necessary and common 
in life that they have a suggestion of something higher 
and nobler until the soul hasa tendency to pray always 
—that is,an uplifting of thoughts out of the phys- 
ical and material into the invisible and holy. It 
is not asking for something, for we have nothing to 
ask for. That is,if we have a knowledge of the fa- 
therhood of God “Thy will be done” is the only peti- 
tion we can make. It is not to make the sun shine, 
nor call the summer, nor ask for harvest-time—all 
these are abundantly provided. “The earth is the 
Lord’s and the fullness thereof,” and we are God’s be- 
loved. He gave us his Son to die for us. Do we ever 
forget our children? Shall the mother forget her 
babe by day or night? And shall God forget us in the 
great rolling sea of his thoughts, in the everlasting 
fecundity of his love, in the infinite bound of his ten- 
derness and mercy for man? Is there anything left 
to ask for? When tired I carry my weariness and lay 
it by him. When sorry I am glad to think of Jesus, 
“the sorrowing one.” When burdened I take comfort 
in knowing it is not as heavy as the cross. Ten thou- 
sand thoughts of this kind form the elements of prayer, 
so when we pray we rejoice, or, as the apostle puts it, 
“Giving thanks in prayer.” 

Prayer is sweet and cheerful to the Christian. We 
may know that we do wrong and grieve God. There 
are times when I am glad that I can say, “God be mer- 
ciful to me a sinner.”’ The thunder-storms and cy- 
clones do not march in procession the year round. 
There is more brightness than clouds, more tranquility 
than agitation. p 

The inspiration of spiritual praying is a most glori- 
ous achievement. When a preacher has inspired in 
his church a desire for prayer his work is comprehen- 
sibly done in the world, and he could almost say, “Let 
me die.” Because out of this spirit of communion 


with God, out of this spirit of nearness to heaven, out 
of this spirit of the gloriousness, the joy, and the 
beauty, and the bounty of the heavenly land that 
hangs just over us—out of this comes almost every- 
thing in the church of moral force. 

Prayer must be spontaneous, voluntary, effluent as 
the atmosphere. It comes to those who pray much— 
whose thoughts rise spontaneously up to God. I have 
friends so dear to me that I think of them daily and 
sometimes for hours. Have you not conversed with 
friends in your room, though in person they were miles 
distant? Have you never carried on this double ex- 
istence with friends? It seems to me this is the atti- 
tude of the soul that loves God; that does not think 
of God as a judge or despot, but as the sweetest, most 
genial, gentle, affable—the one out of which springs 
everything desirable and lovable. If such be our 
thought of God, and we are hid with Christ in God 
every day, out of such a fountain prayer will flow con- 
tinuously. 

If your prayers are dry do not be discouraged; all 
streams are small at first but grow wider and deeper as 
they flow on. Take more care of the inward man. It 
is life that God wants to bless. Be holy in life, pure 
in heart, simple in faith, and with freedom of will 
ascend toward God. Live in that, and the world will be 
better because of your life. When men vex you, pray. 
When tale-bearers assault, or the foul mouth of gossip 
belches forth its venom, pray and pray. It is the best 
way to head off trouble and to lighten burdens. Pray 
deeply, deep as your soul goes, high as your thoughts 
can rise, then your public prayers will come without 
much effort.

EASTER THOUGHTS. 

The lesson that we would learn from the account of 
the resurrection is the law of unity, or working together 
in love. 

It was woman that was last at the cross, and first at 
the sepulcher. The women brought the news that 
Christ was risen, and that two of the disciples started 
for the tomb. Then began that immortal race between 
Peter and John. John isa very meek man; he hardly 
ever mentions his own name; he speaks of himself as 
“that other disciple,” or that man whom Christ loved. 
John and Peter ran a race. You would have been 
sure that Peter would beat, but John said, “That 
other disciple outran Peter.’”’ Here we see another 
trait in the character of John. He had all the sensi- 
bilities of love and refinement of feeling that prevent- 
ed his plunging headlong into the tomb. John came 
running, and stopped at the grave and looked down 
and saw the raiment, but went not in; but Peter, blow- 
ing and puffing, went down into the tomb without any 
hesitation at all. When I read John’s writings [ 
think of the meek, lowly, and Christlike spirit of the 
sainted Austin Craig. 

This was the immortal race. While it was a race 
between Peter and John, it was also a race between 
zeal and love; and these two graces or characteristics 
are what we need in order to run the race set before 
us. “Be ye clothed with humility,” and “clad with 
zeal as with a cloak”—enthusiasm for God and his 
service, and for souls, love to God, love for his church, 
our neighbor, and for lost men. 

Both of these men loved; John with reflection, and 
Peter with emotion. John had a love like Mary, who 
pondered these things in her heart. She loved and 
thought. Martha’s Jove was more practical. One 
brooded, the other acted. Peter was a nervous man. 
He had a great deal of self-consciousness; he broke out 
everywhere. It was not from the heart or head, but 
his zeal was the impulse of the blood. He went off 
before he was ready; he exploded without aim. It 
was by impulse, not reflection. John lived a more in- 
ward life than Peter. So these two men, so very differ- 
ent, yet so near to each other—companions, apostles, 
marking each other according to his peculiar disposi- 
tion—ran a race to the sepulcher of their risen Lord. 
Love and reflection beat love and impulse. Both of 
these characters exist to-day in the church of God.

THE WALLS REBUILT. 


As it may be interesting to old friends of other days 
to know of my prosperity, I am prompted to pen a few 
lines for the HERALD. On the 3lst of December, 1885, 
I left my home in Maxfield, made dear to me both 
from scenes of joy and sadness, to make, in the provi- 
dence of God, a new home in the beautiful village of 
Newport, Maine, situated on the Maine Central Rail- 
road, on the direct line from the West to her majesty’s 
Dominion, the Provinces New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia, and just at the foot of the magaificent Lake 
Sebestacook. 

I had anticipated much pleasure, with my family, in 
attending upon the means of grace in the old High 
Street Church, where forty years ago, when a student 
in the academy in this village, I was solaced in the 
effusions of Bible truth, as in native eloquence they 
fell from the lips of our venerated Father Bickford, 
who long since departed to reap his reward as a faith- 
ful minister of Jesus Christ. Upon arrival, how 
changed! The old veterans who used to hold the fort 
by keeping their powder dry and guns in order, had 
almost all passed over the river. The walls upon which 
the then beautiful church rested had become shaky, 
the furnace was out of order, divisions had crept in, 
hearts were alienated, and, through lack of interest, 
the worship of God had been suspended at High 

Street Church for the winter, with but little prospect 
of reopening in the spring. In fact, such was the sad 
condition of our old church, both literally and spirit- 
ually, that the Methodist Episcopal minister stated in 
a public discourse, while referring to its sad and des- 
olate condition, that “Ichabod” was written over her 
doors, and that the responsibility of the redemption of 
Newport rested upon him and his brethren. And from 
the lst of January, 1886, to the middle of February he 
held meetings almost every day and evening, in which 
@ portion of our people joined, and many souls claimed 
conversion who, together with quite a number from 
our society (which is composed of Christians, Baptists,

THE OUTLOOK. 

Evidently the mists are clearing away and the real 
condition as distinct from the ideal is more deeply im- 
pressing the mind and inspiring the thought of the 
brotherhood. The ripest human wisdom and purest 
devotion to truth have tripped many a time, and under 
the present order of being doubtless will again. If 
this is true. of the wisest and best among mankind, 
none need be surprised if among those of us who rank 
lower down in the class there should be manifest from 
time to time mistake and failure. Just at the present 
time there may be a disposition to censure the thought 
and action of brethren—some for doing this or that, 
and others for not doing either; but it is well to bear 
in mind that it is incumbent upon Christians, in the ab- 
sence of positive proof to the contrary, to believe that 
every one ie honest in thought and righteous in deed, 
and at worst only mistaken in impression, and conse- 
quently misdirected in act. 

The above reflections are applicable to all. We are 
convinced that whatever has been attempted in the in- 
terests of Christian union has been inspired by honest 
motive and earnest endeavor; and just as certainly are 
we convinced that al] that has been said and written 
by brethren against the movement has been the out- 
growth of pure purposes and a loving loyalty to the 
truth as understood. If now, as a result of the dis- 
cussion on union, as the mist or smoke of the conflict 
rolla away before a clearer light, we know each other 
better in the similarities and differences of individual 
theory and Christian desire; if we can see that truth 
has gained any triumph, that the interests of humanity 
and righteousness have been advanced in the thought 
and practice of men, let us thank God and take cour- 
age. While facts remain and history is unchanged it 
avails nothing for brethren upon either side of the con- 
troversy to rush out with emphatic disclaimers, or seek 
to escape the responsibility of their own action; rather 





let us as brethren acknowledge the possibility of mis- 
take in thought and action, even with the purest pur- 
poses, and pray that the great Head of the church may 
overrule for the good of all concerned and his own 
supreme glory..

THE QUESTION REOPENED. 

Upon the part of some of our brethren there seems 
to be a desire to reopen the discussion of the question 
of denominationalism. Under the title “Denomina- 
tionalism versus Sectarianism” we published in our 
last issue au article from the pen of one of our ablest 
contributors, in which there is manifest an heroic effort 
to show that denominationalism is right, and that it is 
the duty of all Christians to cultivate it in heart and 
life. : 

Where Christian liberty is the chartered right of 
every member it may be reasonably expected that vari- 
ety of opinion would exist, and that there would bea 
desire to present the various phases or angles of truth 
through the columns of the church literature. This is 
eminently proper, and furthermore we know of no bet- 
ter or surer method by which we may all gain larger 
conceptions of truth than by a careful, candid compari- 
son of ideas, though we would not at this time have in- 
troduced this question but that we are inclined to the 
opinion that it may be discussed with pleasure and 
profit to all. 

In a brief review of the article under consideration, 
it is of importance that we should bear in mind that it 


is as members and ministers of the Christian Church | . 


we are to consider the question introduced. It is not 
what may seem to be right to other professed Chris- 
tians, or the members of other religious organizations, 
but what is right and commendable to a people whose 
cardinal principle is “the Bible our only rule of faith 
and practice,” so that this entire question must be de- 
termined by the following proposition: Is denomina- 
tionalism, as defined in our national text-books and 
practiced among men, distinctly and authoritatively 
taught in the Word of God? If it is, then it is right, 
and it is the duty of every member of the Christian 
Church to believe and practice it; but if it is not so 
taught and authorized in the Word of God, but if on 
the other hand the distinct and authoritative teachings 
of God’s Word are opposed to denominationalism, as 
defined in our national text-books and practiced among 
men, then as members of the Christian Church we are 
logically compelled either to give up the cardinal prin- 
ciple of the church—‘‘the Bible our only rule of faith 
and practice’’—or else give up denominationalism. 

The author of “Denominationalism versus Sectarian- 
ism” introduces his remarks by expressing a commend- 
able desire to avoid a “confusion of ideas (as) the re- 
sult of the confounding of terms,” but immediately 
falls into a mistake by the confounding of terms him- 
self in the following particular: The title under which 
he writes is “‘Denominationalism versus Sectarianism,” 
but when he comes to offer definitions he does not 
define denominationalism, but another word entirely— 
denomination—and even the definition of this word is 
cut short for reasons best known to the author. It is 
remarkable that the word under which our brother 
writes is not defined nor discussed through the entire 
article, but the substituted word denomination, and 
even this definition is ex parte. 

There are other points to which we may call atten- 
tion when this is cleared up, but it is manifestly use- 
less to undertake argument in search of truth unless 
words and terms be defined according to the standard 
authorities of the land. If each individual be allowed 
to put his own special and peculiar definition on terms, 
it is manifest that great confusion must ensue, if noth- 
ing worse. Therefore we insist that in any intelligent 
discussion of denominationalism by members of the 
Christian Church the definitions must be those fur- 
nished by the standard authorities of the country, and 
the evidence adduced from the Word of God. 

What definitions are given to this word by Webster 
and Worcester? 

“Denominationalism— A denominational or clase 
spirit or policy; devotion to the interests of a sect or 
denomination.” This is all and the only definition 
given by Webster. 

In Worcester we searched in vain for the word de- 
nominationalism, but under the word denomination 


| Worcester says: “1. The act of denominating or nam- 
ing; 2. The name or epithet given to some object; 3. 





A division or class, a sect, particularly of Christians.” 

Under this word denomination Webster says: “1, 
The act of naming or designating; 2. That by which 
apything is denominated or styled, an epithet, a name, 
a designation, a title; especially a general name be- 
longing to and indicating a class of like individuals, a 
category; 3. A class or collection of individuals called 
by the same name; a sect, as a denomination of Chris- 
tians.”” 

Webster and Worcester are undeniably the standard 
lexicographers of the English language in our land, 
In one of these we fail to find the exact word under 
discussion, but in the other we do find the exact word 
fully defined. “Denominationalism—.A denominational 
or class spirit or policy, devotion to the interests of a 
sect or denomination.” And the question is this, Is 
denominationalism, thus defined by standard authority 
and practiced in the world, in harmony with the dis- 
tinct and authoritative teachings of God’s Word? 

It is not our purpose to discuss at present any other 
points in the article referred to. We felt it only fair 
that since denominationaslism was announced by head- 
line, that this and not something else be discussed in 
that connection, and that the authorized definition of 
the word be determined. We have no doubt but that 
able brethren will be pleased to join issue upon this 
question, and we shall watch the progress of debate 
with interest, praying that all may be inspired by an 
earnest desire for truth, and that both writers and 
readers may be blessed in every effort to learn “the 
way of the Lord more perfectly.”

“The union 
of all true Christians—that is the reformation of the 
nineteenth century.” 

Baxter, what think you of denominational divisions? 
“Thousands have been driven to the papacy and con- 
firmed in it by the divisions of Protestants. I am s 
Christian, a mere Christian, and of no other religion. 
My church is the Christian Church.” 

What saith Dr. McWhinney? “Let the denomina- 
tions remain in defense of the truth that gave them 
birth.” “I no more desire ‘organic union’ for the 
church than I desire organic union for all the families 
in the world.” “The efficiency of the army consists in 
ita diversity of organizations.” “It the castiog of my 
vote would resolve all the different Protestant denom- 
inations into one perfect organic union I would not 
cast such a vote.” 

Our voice is one with Arnold, Talmage, Chilling- 
worth, D’Aubigne, and Baxter. In heart and fellow- 
ship we are one with our dear Bro. McWhinney, but 
in contradistinction to his voice, last above expressed, 
we would say: Had we a thousand lives to give we 
would give them all if thereby the church of Jesus 
could become organically one.

The 
church alone does not produce this spirit. He who is 
content with the simple church of Jesus can not 
breathe it. Then is the church infinitely better than 
the denomination? The one has the spirit of Jesus; 
the other that which Paul rebuked in the Corinthian 
Church. 


siweti Was not the primitive church organically one? 
Was it not beautiful and powerful in its simplicity and 
in its unity? Would we not wish the church brought 
back again into its primitive and harmonious relation- 
ship? Owen talks like a Christian minister. “I would 
rather,” said he, “spend all my days in healing the 
breaches of the church than one hour in justifying 
their divisions.” Owen, the Episcopalian, would allow 
others to justify divisions of the body of Christ. It 
should not be his work. 


re If the church is charged with the work of un- 
folding the Word to the eye of the world; if the

Jesus did not pray 
for what could not but be. He prayed five times for 
& consummation which was to be slow in coming. If 
two Christians on earth can be found who are not one 
in Christ Jesus, then you will have a case where spir- 
itual union does not exist. We can think of no union 
more complete than oneness in Jesus. 


sock We can think of no essential truth that has 
given birth to any denomination. The Reformation 
of Luther was born of a love for the Word and a freer 
liberty of its interpretation, but the Reformation of 
Luther was not a denomination. Lutheranism finally 
crystallized around certain doctrines and became the de- 
fender of these with fellowship for those who thought 
and taught the same things. Of what distinctive Bible 
truth, not found naturally in the church, was Luther- 
anism born? Wesley’s Reformation sought further 
freedom from cramping yokes and a freer exercise of 
the Spirit than the mother church would tolerate. 
But this was the voice of a Reformation, not that of 
a denomination. Methodism, like Lutheranism, crys- 
tallized around a form of doctrine on another narrow 
basis of fellowship. The birth of the Reformation 
Was all right, and it was born of a truth, but the birth

NEW YORK LETTER. 

Directly after Haster it is the custom in the Episco- 
pal churches to hold their elections for wardens and 
vestrymen. These officers are the rector’s advisers and 
transact the business of the congregation, combining 
the duties usually performed by deacons, trustees, and 
church committee. Consequently these elections are 
very important, and if there should arise any factious 
spirit in the parish the attendance becomes very large. 
On the contrary, if all is going well and the congrega- 
tions are pleased with the vestry in office, the people 
manifest their sense of security by letting things run 
themselves. It is said that in one of the large and 
prosperous churches not far off at the last Easter elec- 
tion the only persons present were the rector’s assistant, 
one pewholder, and the sexton. The rector’s assistant 
took the chair, and appointed the pewholder as secre- 
tary. At the suggestion cf the chair the secretary 
prepared a ballot with the names of the old vestry, 
writing them on the margin of a morning newspaper. 
This ballot he gave to the sexton, who put it into his 
hat, from which it was then taken, and the persons 
mentioned were declared elected to their several posi- 
tions for the ensuing year. It is very certain that no 
such proceedings could have been had were not that 
parish ina state of profoundest prosperity and peace. 

One building in the city is now known to be fire- 
proof. This is the tall structure of the 7ribune. A 
five-story edifices next door to it in Frankfort Street, 
the home of several German papers, caught fire last 
Saturday morning, and was completely destroyed. 
When the heat was like that of Nebuchadnezzar’s fur- 
nace, the fire communicated through the passage with 
the first floor of the Zribune, and also above through 
the windows with a couple of offices. On the first 
floor the damage was only a charring of door frames, 
and a scorching of the ceiling. Up stairs the window 
frames carried the fire into an office, where the desk, 
chairs, and other movables caught the flames, and 
burned themselves out. But in this building the ceil- 
ings and partitions are constructed of brick and cement, 
the lath are of iron, and the stair-treads of slate. So 
the building is absolutely fire- proof. 

Monday evening, by invitation of Bro. J. H. Root, 
principal of Greenwich Academy, I attended the meet- 
ing of the Congregational Club. at Clark’s restaurant. 
After the dinner Mr. George Kennen, who is associa- 
ted with the Century Magazine, related his experiences 
among the Government officials in Russia, and among 
the prisons in Siberis. The lecture or talk was ex- 
ceedingly interesting, Mr. Kennen frequently answer- 
ing questions as inquiry was made. We were promised 
that papers were now in preparation for the Century, 
covering these experiences of the exile system in Sibe- 
ria, so far as it would be proper to discuss such affairs 
in a public magazine. 

Tuesday, by invitation, I had the privilege of open- 
ing the monthly session of the New York Association 
for the Improvement of the Indians. These meetings 
are held in the homes of the ladies who are interested 
in the work, and by their aid much good is on the way 
of accomplishment. The special aims toward which 
sgitation is now directed are education, Christianization, 
abolition of the tribal system, and the ownership of land 
in severalty. It seems somewhat peculiar that while 
we are hoping to reform the Indian by making him an 
individual landholder that other reformers are hoping 
to advance civilization by destroying private owner- 
ship altogether, or making it a figment of the imagina-

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Society just now is disturbed over some occurrences 
at the opening of the Twelfth Regiment Armory. A 
grand reception was to be given, and from 3,000 to 4,000 
tickets were issued. When the doors were opened a 
large crowd pressed in. Such was the throng that or- 
ders were issued to close the doors until after the for- 
mation of a battalion, when it was intended to have 
them open again. By some mistake the guard at the 
door kept the doors shut until the review was over, 
notwithstanding the great number of people outside 
who had tickets. There are reports of difficulties be- 
tween citizens and guardsmen which almost became 
fights. The trouble appears to have originated from 
the cards of admission providing entrance for two per- 
sons, which doubled the possible attendance. In the 
crush there was a general disarrangement of fine gowns 
and military uniforms. 

Sunday last Bro. B. B. Tyler, of the Disciple Church 
in Fifty-sixth Street, preached in St. Paul’s in ex- 
change. He has a hearty way that attracts confidence 
and preached a sermon that commanded general inter- 
est and admiration. I found his church easy and pleas- 
ant and his congregation very attentive. At the close 
of service I met many old friends whom I had not 
seen for years. 

To-day Bro. W. L. Lathrop and fsmily dropped in on 
their way to the New Jersey churches of which Bro. 
L. has eharge. New Jersey and Pennsylvania seem to 
be well adapted for residence, judging by our brother’s 
improved health. He gives an encouraging report of 
the work as he finds it among the churches.

In the last ten years 30,000 people in the Samoan 
Isles have embraced Christianity. 

Lady Dafferin is now paying the expenses of sev- 
eral persons studying in America for mission-work in 
India. 

The Turkish Government has given permission for the 
publication of The Zornitza, the Christian newspaper 
at Constantinople. 

The Juvenile Missionary Society of Broughton Place 
Church, Edinburgh, have sent out a bell to the church 
at Ikoronong, Old Calabar. 


The Church Missionary Society reports 1,926 Chris- 
tians on the island of Mauritius, an increase of one hun- 
dred over the previous year. 


Rev. J. Hudson Taylor, the founder and director of 
the China Inland Mission, has just returned to England 
from a prolonged stay in China. 


The gain in ordained missionaries in the last nine years 
has been 975, and in mission expenditures from $6,000,- 
000 to $10,371,702, or $4,371,702. 


The Christians in the Presbyterian Mission on For- 
mosa have not only become self-supporting, but pur- 
pose to start a mission of their own on the Pescadore 
Islands. 

A minister of sneiip- -five years’ standing states that 
he has never in that time collected twenty-five dollars 
for home missions from men who are opposed to ad 
missions. 


There is unusual interest in the mission at nn 
United States of Colombia. Such crowds of people at 
the services, and such profound interest, haye never be- 
fore been witnessed. 


There is no Protestant mission-work in Venezuela. 
The Government is tolerant and liberal, and there is 
perfect freedom of speech and worship. This- would 
seem to be a fair and promising field. 


The latest statistics of the Moravian Missionary So- 
ciety show 285 missionaries and 1,644 native helpers at 
117 stations and out-stations; 17,671 children in day- 
achools, and 13,966 in Sunday-schools. 


The Baptists are rejoicing in a great awakening in the 
Congo Mission. At one station more than 1,000 persons, 
among them two of the kiag’s sons, have openly con- 
fessed Christ, and four-fifths of them are adults. 


One of the earliest collections for foreign missions to 
the heathen was made at Nottingham, England, when 
£13, or $65, was contributed. Last year the Protestant 
churches of Europe and America gave for this object 
no less than $11,000,000. 


Rev. H. Corbett, of the Presbyterian Mission in 
Shantung province, received recently 250 converts on 
a singletour. He writes: “My conviction is that if 
we had a trained preacher and a Christian physician 
to go together, two and two, into every district of the 
empire, it would soon work a mighty upheaval in this 
land.”

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Wasuinearon, D. C., April 18, 1887. 

As the time draws near for the Washington National 
Drill, public attention is concentrating upon the novel 
event, and preparations go briskly forward. The rul- 
ing of the Interstate Commissioners allowing reduced 
rates of travel to be given to people attending the drill, 
will tend greatly to increase the crowd of visitors. The 
leading railrosd lines of the country telegraph to head- 
quarters that they are expecting and making arrange- 
ments to carry immense numbers of excursionists to 
the spectacle, and that the accommodations of the 
capital as regards board and shelter will probably be 
taxed to their utmost capacity. 

They are unnecessarily alarmed on this point, how- 
ever. Washington is a city of hotels and boarding- 
houses, and its adaptability to crowds has never fully 
been tested. It was not uncomfortably {ull at the time 
of the Cleveland inauguration, and it was estimated 
that there were then two hundred thousand strangers 
within her gates. Still, the drill committee, which 
seems determined to leave nothing undone that can add 
to the pleasure and comfort of the occasion, will keep 


visitors who will flock to the coming encampment, in 
all the beauty of her best attire, her new spring suit of 
tresh, bright green. They have no idea how charming 
Washington is at her best, and they will be surprised 
and delighted with the broad asphalt avenues, lined 
with shade ‘trees, forming miles of green vistas, and 
with the statues and fountains and parks and flowers 
that they will see at every turn.

If those wanting rcoms will address the 
National Drill Committee, stating just what they want 
as to rooms, beds, and meals, and what they are willing 
to pay, they will be put in communication with persons 
who can furnish such accommodations. About the 
21st of May, an official will be at each of the railway 
stations in this city to give the same information to 
people arriving, so as to enable them to repair directly 
to such quarters as are most convenient to the station 
where they arrive. 

There is every indication that the drill will be suc- 
cessful in every particular. The East, West, North, 
and South, and every section of the Union willbe rep- 
resented in the contest, and an abundance of funds 
for the expenses of the whole affair were long ago sub- 
scribed and paid into the treasury. Twenty-six thou- 
sand five hundred dollars will be distributed in cash 
prizes, besides stands of colors, gold, silver, and bronze 
medals, special medals, and plate trophies. 

. South of the White House, and between it and the 
Washington Monument, is a beautiful, level ellipse, 
one-half mile in circumference. Here the daily con- 
tests will be held to show the proficiency of the infan- 
try, cavalry, artillery, and zouave tactics. Each even- 
ing there will be a grand dress parade, and on Gover- 
nor’s Day the great parade will take place, when it is 
expected that about twenty-five chief executives of 
states, together with the President, will review the 
procession. 

Grand stands for spectators will be erected around 
the drill grounds, and the camp is to be on that broad 
expanse of green lying around the Washington Monu- 
ment. ‘The drill will commence on the 23d of May and 
continue nine days, closing on the. 30th, “Decoration 
Day,” with a grand combination parade through the 
streets of the city. It will be the largest gathering of cit- 
izen soldiery, and the finest display of their excellence 
in the manual of arms and military maneuvers that has 
ever been seen in this country. 

State and other local drills have been held at differ- 
ent places, many of them meeting with signal success. 
No national drill has ever before been attempted, and 
one could not be carried out elsewhere than here.
